Troop  Withdrawal  Seen 


SAIGON  (AP)  - The  first 
withdrawal  of  U.S.  combat  troops 
from  South  Vietnam  is  likely  this 
summer  but  the  number  still  is  far 
from  decided,  informed  American 
sources  reported  Friday. 

“We  won’t  know  until  early 
summer  what  we  can  prudently 
return  to  the  United  States,”  said 
one  source  who  is  informed  on 
withdrawal  plans. 

He  emphasized  that  the  plans 
were  complicated  and  have  not 
progressed  far,  adding:  “It’s  going 
to  take  time.” 

THIEU  COMMENTS 

The  subject  came  up  Thursday 
when  President  Nguyen  Van 
Thieu  said  the  South  Vietnamese 
army  in  1969  “has  the  capability 


to  replace  a sizable  number  of 
troops  from  American  combat 
units.” 

Thieu  gave  no  figures  or 
timetable  pending  a report  from 
his  military  chief  of  staff,  Gen. 
Cao  Van  Vien,  who  has  been 
meeting  with  the  U.S. 
commander,  Gen.  Creighton  W. 
Abrams,  to  draft  preliminary 
figures. 

Abrams  was  understood  to  feel 
that  July  1 will  give  him  a good 
opportunity  to  look  at  the 
situation.  This  is  the  date  when 
his  intensified  program  to  improve 
the  South  Vietnamese  military 
forces  with  new  equipment  and 
stepped  up  training  will  have 
reached  the  advanced  stage.

In  addition  to  a lifetime  of 
leadership  in  the  petroleum 
industry.  Pew  also  is  prominent  in 
the  Presbyterian  Church  and 
heads  two  philanthropic 
organizations— the  Pew  Freedom 
Trust  and  the  Pew  Memorial 
Trust. 

Also  interested  in  education, 
Mr.  Pew  is  president  of  the  board 
of  trustees  of  Grove  City  College, 
Pa.,  and  trustee  emeritus  of 
Jefferson  Medical  College, 
Philadelphia.  He  is  president  of 
the  United  Presbyterian 
Foundation  and  a member  of  the 
board  of  trustees  of  the  First 


Presbyterian  Church,  Ardmore, 
Pa. 

He  graduated  from 
Massachusetts  Institute  of 
Technology  and  became 
associated  with  Sun  Oil  Company 
in  1901,  advancing  from  engineer 
to  superintendent  to  vice 
president  and  then  president  from 
1911  to  1947,  in  which  time  the 
company  grew  twentyfold.

New  Building  For  BYU 


Architects  have  been  engaged  to 
plan  a new  Mathematical  Sciences 
and  Computer  Building  at  BYU, 
President  Ernest  L.  Wilkinson 
announced  last  week. 

The  new  structure  will  be  large 
enough  to  house  the  BYU 
Computer  Research  Center,  the 
Office  of  Institutional  Research 
and  the  academic  departments  of 
Computer  Science,  Mathematics 
and  Statistics. 

Architects  are  Markham  and 
Markham,  Willard  C.  Nelson 


Associates,  Bruce  R.  Dixon  and 
Co-  Partners  combined  under  the 
firm  name  of  Central  Utah 
Architects  Associated. 

Bids  are  expected  to  be  called 
for  in  October,  1969  and 
completion  is  expected  for  the 
autumn  semester  of  1970. 

The  new  building  is  necessary  to 
accommodate  the  tremendous 
growth  and  demand  in  the  area  of 
mathematics  and  computer 
science.  President  Wilkinson  said. 
The  Department  of  Computer 


Science  now  has  851 
enrollments— an  increase  of  483 
per  cent  since  1966.  Mathematics 
is  the  fourth  largest  service 
department  on  campus  with  6200 
student  enrollments.  The 
Statistics  Dept,  with  over  1000 
enrollments  has  had  a gain  of  240 
per  cent  since  1964. 

The  structure  will  be  at  least 
three  stories  high  and  possibly 
four.  Special  features  for  the  aid 
of  the  handicapped  will  be 
designed  into  the  plans. 


South  Vietnam,  a U.S.  Navy 
announcement  said  the  cordon 
operation  on  the  hostile  Batangan 
Peninsula  60  miles  southeast  of 
Da  Nang  was  a success  and  enemy 
forces  left  inside  are  “forced 
against  the  sea.” 

Since  the  cordon  was  clamped 
on  Jan.  13,  200  enemy  soldiers 
have  been  killed,  251  members  of 
the  Viet  Cong  political  structure 
have  been  captured  along  with 
131  sympathizers,  and  32  have 
defected,  said  Rear  Ad.  William 
W.  Behrens  Jr.,  one  of  the  senior 
commanders. 

About  4,000  Marines,  U.S. 
soldiers  and  South  Vietnamese 
riflemen  joined  in  the  assault  by 
land,  sea  and  helicopter,  but  the 
cordon  force  now  has  shrunk  to 
about  1,500  men,  Behrens 
reported. 

The  original  cordon  was  about 
40  square  miles.  So  far  11,476 
peasants  have  been  screened.  They 
will  move  back  to  their  farms 
along  with  South  Vietnamese 
government  officials,  who  had  no 
influence  on  the  Viet 
Cong-dominated  peninsula.

Why  Does  The  BYU  Bookstore  Have  A Monopoly?

Dear  Sounding  Board, 

At  the  end  of  another  semester 
I find  myself  in  the  same  unhappy 
predicament  as  I was  last  year.  I 
am  now  stuck  with  $47  worth  of 
books  (only  four)  that  the 
bookstore  was  all  too  happy  to 
sell  to  me  at  individual  prices  as 
high  as  $17,  but  now  the  people 
there  just  smile  sweetly  and  tell 
me  they’re  sorry  but  they  can’t 
buy  any  of  these  books  back.  I 
can  now  try  to  sell  them  through 
the  AMS  book  sale,  but  that 
doesn’t  always  work  either.  Last 
semester  (spring  ’68)  I was  stuck 
with  about  $20  worth  of  books 
after  the  AMS  sale.  I now  have 
several  books  that  are  of  no  use  to 
me  and  face  the  probability  of 
adding  to  that  number  as  long  as  I 
am  here.  I can’t  afford  that! 

When  I was  at  the  U of  U 
(’63-’65)  I noted  two  things  were 
done  to  help  the  students  with 
book  costs;  0)  The  list  of  books 
to  be  used  the  following  quarter 

letters,,, 


was  released  to  off-campus 
bookstores,  where  one  could  save 
significant  amounts  over  what  the 
campus  bookstore  would  charge 
them  for  the  same  books.  (2)  A 
used  book  company  was  invited 
to  the  campus  to  buy  the  used 
books.  They  bought  almost  any 
book  published  in  recent  years 
(including  reference  books,  etc.) 
in  addition  to  the  books  that  were 
used  for  classes.  I didn’t  have  any 
trouble  selling  back  any  of  my 
books  and  the  prices  were  usually 
very  fair  and  were  paid  in  cash. 
This  money  certainly  helped  in 
buying  books  for  the  next 
quarter. 

My  questions  are  these:  (1)  Why 
isn’t  the  campus  book  list  released 
to  off-campus  interests  to  do 
away  with  the  campus  bookstore’s 
monopoly?  and  (2)  Why  isn’t  a 
used  book  company  invited  to 
come  and  buy  our  used  books  so 
we  won’t  be  stuck  with  them?  As 
far  as  I can  see,  the  students  could 
only  benefit  from  both  practices.

RESPONSE 

Dear  Alan: 

Sounding  Board  talked  with 
Roger  Utley,  manager  of  the 
Campus  Bookstore.  He  indicated 
there  are  currently  no  other 
competitors  in  the  book  field  in 
Provo. 

You  mentioned  outside  book 
merchants.  The  bookstore  acts  as 
agents  for  the  five  national  book 
wholesalers.  They  have  catalogs 
from  these  people  and  give  the 
best  price  going  among  the 
dealers. 

The  Bookstore  buys  back  books 
requested  for  use  by  the  faculty 
during  the  semester-they  pay  60 
per  cent  compared  to  a national 
average  of  50  per  cent.  The 
wholesalers  pay  between  20  and 
40  per  cent  of  the  list  price  at 
buyback.  All  books  are  not 
bought  by  the  wholesalers.  Only 
books  they  deem  have  resale 
possibilities  are  repurchased. 

We  realize  it  may  be  tough 
going  to  school  but  one  must 
remember  books  are  the  tools  of 
the  student  as  hammers  are  the 
tools  of  the  carpenter.

genre  and  works  of  the  same 
theme.  A critic  cannot  evaluate  a 
work  of  art  without  knowing  the 
tradition  in  which  that  work 
belongs. 

The  drama  “critics”  rightly 
sense  that  the  BYU  productions 
are  not  as  good  as  they  could  be. 
But  to  critize  (sic)  the  lighting, 
the  make-up,  the  scenery  is  to 
miss  the  essence  of  the  theater. 
They  fail  to  see  the  production  as 
an  organic  whole. 

The  book  “critics,”  on  the 
other  hand,  fail  to  see  their  books 
objectively.  If  the  “critic”  cannot 
relate  Miss  Turly’s  book  to  good 
writing,  at  least  she  could  relate  it 
too  other  sentimental  writing.  But 
to  fail  to  see  the  rank 
sentimentalism  when  writing  to  a 
college  audience  is  inexcusable. 


For  a “critic”  to  tell  us  her 
“feelings’’  after  spending  a 
weekend  with  Clinton  Larson’s 
book  is  a violation  of  the  critics 
(sic)  fundamental  duty.  No  one 
cares  about  her  “feelings”;  the 
reader  wants  to  know  what’s 
there. 

The  “critic”  is  entitled  to  her 
private  feelings  in  private;  she  can 
relish  sentimentalism  and  misread 
Clinton  Larson  all  she  wants.  But 
to  write  in  a university  paper  such 
sloppy  “criticism”  is  an  insult  to 
the  students  and  faculty  dedicated 
to  the  ideals  of  the  university. 
Everyone  is  entitled  to  their  (sic) 
own  opinion;  but  please  don’t  try 
to  pass  off  as  critical  reviews  the 
subjective  feelings  of  people  who 
know  little  about  their  subject’s 
artistic  tradition.
